Romulus played host to many digni- 
taries last weekend as U.S. Senators 
CarlLevin and Debbie Stabenow, anum- 
ber of Michigan's representatives in the 
U.S. House, Governor John Engler, and 
numerous other state and regional offi- 
cials attended the dedication ceremo- 
nies for the $1.2-billion Edward H. 
McNamara Midfield Terminal, which is 
scheduled to open for business on Sun- 
day, February 24. 

The Friday noon dedication included 
a video that showed off many of the 
features of the new facility, which North- 
west Airlines Chairman Richard Ander- 
son touted as the finest in the world 
today. Other ceremony highlights were 
speeches from Engler, Wayne County 
Board of Commissioners Chairman 
Ricardo Solomon, and County Execu- 
tive/nonoree McNamara; a blessing per- 
formed by a large delegation of local 
clergymen; and an inspirational gospel 
choir performance that had everybody 
singing at the program's conclusion. 

Afterward, guest were treated to a 
buffet luncheon and given extensive time 
to view the new terminal and all its 
attractions. 

One of the most impressive fea- 
tures is the Northwest Airlines World 
Club. This large area contains several 
lounges with fireplaces, work areas, en- 
tertainment centers, and refreshment 
areas for the convenience of Club mem- 
bers awaiting flight connections at the 
Airport. 


Although the new shuttle train re- 
quires riders to stand, they won'thave to 
do so for long. Guests can expect to 
arrive at any of the 78 gates along the 
one-mile Concourse A in eight minutes 
or less. Escalators and moving walk- 
ways are found throughout the facility, 
and moving walkways also can be found 
in the new 10-story/11,000-space park- 
ing structure. 

A 6'x37' directional sign in the cen- 
ter link area displays information on the 
location of the terminal's gates and rec- 
ommends the best way to reach them. 

An 800' passenger tunnel — which 
architects calla "non-tunnel"—connects 
Concourse A to Concourses B and C, 
and features sculpted art-glass panels 
and a sound-and-light show. The top of 
the tunnel is lined with a fabric that, 
when lit, is supposed to make passen- 
gers feel as if they're not traveling under- 
ground at all. 

Other amenities include upscale 
shops and restaurants that feature spe- 
cially designed seats, tables, and bars 
for visitors’ comfort. 

Friday's ceremonies concluded with 
a "Raise the Roof" fund-raising gala that 
was attended by over 2,000 people and 
raised $450,000 for the United Way. 
Guests at the event were treated to 
many different varieties of gourmet food, 
outstanding entertainment, and a brief 
ceremony which featured Northwest 
Chairman Anderson and County Exec 
McNamara.

Dingell Drive 
Dedication Held 


On Monday, February 11, area 
leaders gathered for the dedica- 
tion of Detroit Metropolitan Airport's 
new entrance road, John Dingell 
Drive. The road is named for U.S. 
House of Representatives mem- 
ber Dingell, who was instrumental 
in securing federal funds to help 
complete the Airport's 10-year, 
$2-billion development program. 

John Dingell Drive will provide 
a second entry point to Metro Alr- 
port from |-275 and Eureka Road, 
and will connect millions of travel- 
ers annually to the new Edward H. 
McNamara Terminal/Northwest 
WorldGateway. 

"I'm honored and grateful for 


‘the recognition," said Dingell. “The 


recent improvements at Detroit 
Metro will make it a world-class 
airport, with the new road giving 
travelers faster andless congested 
access to the Airport's state-of- 
the-art facilities. 

"This road is critical to future 
job creation and economic growth 
in our area, and that's why | fought 
for this project," he added. 

John Dingell Drive is four miles 
long and six miles wide. It will link 
the Airport's existing terminal fa- 
cilities with the new McNamara 
Terminal and offer visitors two op- 
tions for reaching Detroit Metro. 

As the road approaches the 
McNamara Terminal, it evolves into 


_ three levels, taking visitors to the 


main ticket lobby, arriving domes- 
tic flights, and international arriv- 
als. Each level is five lanes wide 
with 1,000 feet of curb-front to fa- 
cilitate the drop-offs and pick-ups. 

John Dingell Drive also gives 
Metro Airport bragging rights as 
one of the few airports in the coun- 
try with major entrance points off 
either end, from two interstate free- 
ways. Airport officials expect up to 
60% of motorists to access the 
Airport via the Eureka Road exit 
off of |-275 in the future. 

“The new road will greatly re- 
duce traffic congestion on 1-94, 
significantly improve traffic flow, 
and offer a whole new way of get- 
ting to and from our modernized 
airport,” said McNamara.

Often times, a person refuses or is 
unable to get help with a substance- 
abuse problem because of difficulties 
leaving the home — maybe due to medi- 
cal problems or lack of transportation. 
To solve this problem, a new commu- 
nity-based in-home treatment service — 
provided by Hegira Programs, Inc., and 
paid for by the Southeast Michigan Com- 
munity Alliance (SEMCA) —is available. 

To be eligible for the new in-home 
service, the person with the substance- 
abuse problem mustbe atleast 55 years 
of age, live in Wayne County outside the 
City of Detroit, have asubstance-abuse 
problem, and demonstrate need for fi- 
nancial assistance to access treatment. 
Abused substances can include alcohol 
and/or prescription and other drugs.
